Everything 
Isn’t Chicken 


We stood on a shelf of the Ap- 
palachians, looking toward a 
great, sinuously curving valley,

noon sun. Below

were broiler 
houses. Our sub- 
ject was the na- 
tional plight of 
the poultry and 
egg business. 


“Benson,” he said, speaking of 
the secretary of agriculture, “‘has 
been right all along. If it had 
been possible for him to have his 
way the farm problem would 
largely have been solved. But 
there were too many political 
angles.” 


I cringed, looking fearfully to- 
ward the heavens, sure that such 
heresy would cause the skies to 
fall or an angry lightning bolt to 
smite us. 


But, the sun shone on. Meadow- 
larks sang and butterflies flut- 
tered by. 


“If the government,” he said, 
“ever listens to those who want to 
establish support prices, brother, 
we will bankrupt the treasury. Be- 
cause, give us a thin profit—just 
the merest sort of edge—and we 
really can grow broilers.” 


Depressed State 


The poultry industry is in a de- 
pressed state. To speak in the 
vernacular, it has laid an eco- 
nomic egg. This astonishes those 
who frequently must attend civic 
club luncheons and so-called ban- 
quets, at which chicken in some 
mistreated form is served, but 
there is a surplus of chicken. It 
may be that some of the roadside 
eating places, with their neon 
ads proclaiming Southern fried 
chicken for the motorist, also 
have discouraged the consumer. A 
great many of these seem to fry 
their fowls in old crankcase oil. 
This is a pity because there is no 
nobler dish than chicken various- 
ly prepared by those who know 
how to cook. 


There is, however, continued de- 
mand for chicken. The frozen 
food industry has enabled pro- 
ducers to expand a market for- 
merly restricted to the fresh cut- 
up or whole broilers. The chicken 
of today does not greatly resem- 
ble those of grandma’s time. 
Within the memory of oldsters is 
the crate or coop of hens and fry- 
ers at the grocery stores. They 
were subjected to much prodding 
by prospective purchasers seek- 
ing to determine what sort of edi- 
ble fowl was beneath the feathers. 


Today's broiler is a product of 
science. New protein feeds turn 
out great numbers in fewer 
weeks. Antibiotics make for fast- 
er, healthier growth. Vaccines 
and techniques of sanitation in the 
growing houses have taken some 
of the gamble out of the business. 


Net of all this is that the chick- 
en of today is the best the world 
has ever seen. It is an altogether 
more desirable item of food. 


Too Fast Credit 


The great trouble with the in- 
dustry is too fast an extension of 
credit. The Southeast is the great 
center of the broiler industry, as 
the Midwest is of eggs. For 10 
years now there has been a great 
rush to get into the chicken or 
egg business. Any farmer who 
wanted it could get credit. The 
harvest of that is now bringing 
ruin to many, 


Delaware, Maryland, Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi are the 
great broiler states. Their annual 
“kill” runs into the hundreds of 
millions. 

Their progress illustrates the 
terrific competition. The indus- 
try has shaved down costs to a 
fraction of a cent. If wheat, for 
example, were 50 cents a bushel, 
as it would be if not “supported,” 
the poultry business would be 
booming. Even if feed were 10 
or 20 cents a bag cheaper profits 
would be made. 


It is that much cheaper in Ala- 
bama. The reason is the inland

Endorses Control 
By Military, Too

WASHINGTON—President E/i- 


senhower asked Congress Wed- 
nesday to approve permanent leg- 
islative authority for foreign mili- 
tary aid, instead of the present 
annual authorizations. 


In a letter to Vice President 
Nixon and House Speaker Ray- 
burn, the President endorsed in- 
terim findings of his committee 
studying the military assistance 
program. Besides a permanent 
authorization for military aid, the 
committee recommended that 
military aid be voted as part of 
the Defense department budget, 
and that individual area and coun- 
try programs be planned three, 
and ultimately five, years ahead. 


RED THREAT GROWS 


The chairman of the committee 
is William H. Draper Jr., former 
undersecretary of the Army. 
Draper said Wednesday that ‘‘you | 
cannot fight a 100 years’ war by 
a year-to-year authorization.”’ His 
committee’s report found that 
"the military threat of the Com- 
munist dictatorships is greater 
than ever.”’ 


Another major recommendation, 
requiring congressional action, 
was that the Secretary of State 
be given veto power over military 


aid plans. Only in this way could 
plans be made to conform to the | 
nation’s foreign policy, the study | 
group contended. | 


STRENGTHENING SEEN 


Aside from effecting economies, 
the study group reported, a con- 
tinuing authorization would 
strengthen the political position 
of the United States “‘by showing 
a firm determination to match its 
appraisal of the future world sit- 
uation with necessary action in 
the field of military assistance.”’ 


This proposal received an indif- 
ferent reception in Congress. 


Inclusion of military assistance 
funds in the Defense department 
budget would make it clear. the 
committee said, “that military 
assistance is just as much a part 
of our national military effort as 
are expenditures for our own 
armed forces.” 


FULBRIGHT LIKES IDEA 


Sen. Fulbright, chairman of the 
Foreign Policy Committee, said 
he personally favored putting for- 
eign arms aid in the defense bill 
but disclosed that the idea had 
been overwhelmingly rejected by 
his committee when he offered it 
during consideration of the $4.,- 
164,000,000 mutual security bill re- 


ported by the group Tuesday.

Art Dealer Koetser In Front of “Adoration of the Magi” 


Rubens Painting 
Sold tor $770,000

LONDON—An anonymous British art collector 


bought Rubens’ vast altar piece, “The Adoration of the 


Magi,” at Sotheby’s here Wednesday for $770,000, the 
highest price ever paid for a painting at an auction. 


Leonard Koetser, London dealer 
in old masters, who bid on be- 
half of an unnamed collector, said 
he had been authorized to go 
much higher. 


“I knew I was going to get it 
for the price I was going to give,” 
Koetser said. 


For the same collector Koetser 
also bought El Greco’s “The 
Apostle Saint James’ for $201,- 
600 and Frans Hals’ portrait of 
the painter Frans Post for $134,- 
400. Thus the day’s purchases by 
the unidentified collector totaled 
$1,106,000. 


The pictures were among 89 old 
masters, including 18 from the 
collection of the late Duke of 
Westminster, auctioned for a total 
of $2,074,184, a record figure for 
a sale of old masters. The sale, 
conducted by Peter Wilson, chair- 
man of Sotheby’s, lasted just un- 
der two hours.

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Summit Is Hinging 
On Nikita’s Move 


Christian Herter, secretary of state. 
made the only sort of statement he could 
to the American people—the Geneva con- 
ference foundered on the rock of Soviet 
resistance to any honorable solution to 
the German and Berlin issues. If the Rus- 
sians do not change this attitude or mod- 
ify it there is no reason to go to a summit 
meeting. 

It was a grim talk. It did not close the 
door on hope. But it did not open it very 
wide. 

It was not in any sense an ultimatum 
to the Russians. But it was a plain state- 
ment of American intention not to be 
pushed out of Berlin. 


There is solid congressional support 
for.the U.S. position and it is, as expected, 
bipartisan. 

But as usual the Soviets can see a 
craek in the Allied position. 

The President has indicated he will 
not go to the summit meeting unless 
Gefeva makes it worthwhile. The Ge- 
neva conference will be resumed in mid- 
July. 

But the British are urging a summit 
meeting regardless. They are willing to 
by4pass Geneva’s results or lack of them. 

Our diplomats and those of the world 
sense that Premier Khrushchev wants to 
have a talk with President Eisenhower. 
He*wants to have just the two of them 
présent. The British would be willing to 
see. this happen. The French would not. 

‘All this places more emphasis on the 
visit of Vice President Nixon to Russia 
in Jate July. He expects to depart for 
Moscow on July 22, a little more than a 
week after the Geneva talks are resumed. 
He will talk to Khrushchev. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. position remains 
as it was. We will agree to any settle- 
ment compatible with the honor of the 
nations involved. We will not abandon 
Berlin. 

The next move is Khrushchev’s.

Acute Teacher Shortage 
Is Challenge to States 


The National Educational Assn. 
do@sn’t add anything to the national 
cheer by its latest report. After a careful 
suryey it finds the current shortage of 
qualified teachers will worsen, not im- 
prove. To repeat an old saying, there 
now is a shortage of even poor teachers. 


In a survey covering 938 institutions, 
public, private, large and small in all sec- 
tidns of the country, 762 reported short- 
ages of qualified teachers in one or more 
fields. The most prevalent lacks were in 
thé*physical sciences with 465 schools so 
reporting. Four hundred and twenty-four 
notéd shortages of mathematics teachers; 
14% needed business and commerce in- 
structors and engineering schools sought 
to ‘fill 138 vacancies. 


*Even more disturbing was the report 
th@t colleges, confronted with these short- 
agps, are so desperate they are lowering 
fagulty standards in an effort to fill 
teaghing situations. 

- Indications are the shortage will be- 
coffe more and more acute during the 
next 10 years. 

*Teaching remains an excellent pro- 
fegsion. It is one with many definite 
cofipensations. It should attract more 
talent. Unless it does the quality of edu- 
cation will suffer. 

“Certainly here is a challenge to every 
state interested in the future of its chil- 
dren and their educational opportunities. 
THere simply must be more state plan- 
nimg to recruit teachers and to create a 
real climate of education wherever it is 
lacking.

State Investigative Unit 
Now Has Field to Itself 


The presentation of evidence to the 
grand jury in connection with Fulton 
County’s investigation into state govern- 
ment ended this week. 


The over-all probe demonstrated what 
a single county can accomplish in ex- 
posing wrongdoing in government. It has 
pinpointed some of the specific examples 
of reprehensible actions on the part of 
some former state officials and some of 
their cronies. ; 


It has exposed weak links that made 
for leakages in the conduct of govern- 
mental affairs, thus doing some valuable 
spadework for the new administration in 
its determination to plug the holes by 
enacting appropriate legislation. 


If one county can achieve s} much 
in such a relatively short time, certainly 
the State Law Department’s new in- 
vestigative branch should be expected 
to keep hot on the trail. 


Already it has exemplified its capa- 
bility in obtaining evidence pointing. to 
instances of unpaid taxes in sizable 
amounts. 


Let it continue to seek out the tax 
dodgers. 


Let it dig deep into any instances 
unacted upon in which any person, re- 
gardless of what position he had or has. 
used his position or job as a means of 
bilking the state. 


The Fulton County investigation came 
about because no agency in state gov- 
ernment at that time would tackle the 
mess, The proper agency to do so, the 
attorney general’s office, was dormant on 
the matter. 

Now that there is ample illustration 
of what can be done, the public has every 
right to expect the state’s investigative 
branch to do a most thorough job. 


Inflation, Subsidy Mess 
Haunts Administration 


For about 42 years the nation has 
had a ceiling of 4% per cent on its long- 
term (five-year) bonds. During that 
time we have fought two major wars 
and have financed our way out of a de- 
pression. 


On Wednesday the Democratic con- 


' gressional leadership notified the admin- 


istration Congress would not agree to 
the request to abandon the ceiling. There 
was a request for a substitute adminis- 
tration proposal which the Congress will 
consider, 

The administration is in trouble, 
largely because of inflation and the 
near-scandal of the agricultural depart- 
ment which has spent more in six years 
than the department has cost in all its 
previous years put together. This chiefly 
is a harvest of legislation enacted in pre- 
vious years. But it also reflects on the 
leadership in the White House and the 
failure of both parties to offer a work- 
able program. 

Let us hasten to say we don’t have 
one. The agricultural problem is so com- 
plex and for so long has been inextri- 
cably a part of politics that the real 
answer is confused and concealed. 

There is a lot of damning of Secre- 
tary Benson. 

But it might interest Congress to 
know that every year a surprising num- 
ber of farmers reach the conclusion that 
Benson had the right ideas. 

As matters now stand about 10 per 
cent of the farmers are getting 90 per 
cent or more of the benefits and services. 

As it stands it’s a méss.

Barmore P. Gambrell, a copy of 
which was filed in Fulton Superior 
Court, Judge Pye said jurisdiction 
and merits of the case ‘‘are both 
of such importance as to be de- 
cided by the highest court of the 
state.” 


Gambrell, Atlanta Newspapers, 
Inc., attorney, had submitted 
to Judge Pye a legal ruling 
by an appellate court and asked 
the judge’s opinion about whether 
the appeal should be directed to 
the Court of Appeals or the Su- 
preme Court, 


“In the opinion of the court, the 
Supreme Court has jurisdiction of 
this bill of exceptions. If the Su- 
preme Court does not have juris- 
diction, it is familiar practice 
that the bill of exceptions be 
transferred by it to the Court of 
Appeals,’ Judge Pye wrote. 


The jurist declared that the

In all her years of teaching Sunday school and 
conducting Lovett School’s nursery, Mary Stover 
hadn’t given more than a fleeting thought te God 
in outer space. But that day she began to con- 
sider the matter. To today’s children, she de- 
cided, outer space is of more urgent and inti- 
mate concern than their own hands and feet and 
the earth around them. She was excited and in- 
terested but vaguely alarmed. In learning about 
the new world would her little charges miss 
altogether all’ the lovely things that have gone 
before? 


Mary Stover got in touch with her friend and 
collaborator, Lucille Logan Crawford, and a 
whole new series of Episcopal Sunday school 
lessons for nursery age children was born. It 
is a series called, “God Leads Me,” and it is 
due off the Morehouse-Gorham Company’s press 
any day now—complete with hand work, cut- 
outs, prayers, songs, Scripture and leaflets to 
take home. 


Mary, who is Mrs. F. W. Stover, mother of 
two teen-age children, and Lucille, who is Mrs. 
Harry Crawford, mother of three, ranging from 
teen-age to a second-grader, wrote their first 
Sunday school lesson series in 1954. It was pub- 
lished in the Episcopal Fellowship series teach- 
er’s guide and went all over the world, trans- 
lated into various languages including Japanese. 
That series was called “God Loves Me’”’ and was 
born somewhat the same way as the latest 
one—out of a question raised in class. The co- 
authors have enjoyed the royalties pouring in 
from the sale of their work but not nearly so 
much as they have enjoyed the reports of happy 


to meet with 20 other Sunday school writers and 
exchange ideas. 


“We don’t believe Sunday school should mere- 
ly offer baby-sitting service for these three-year- 
olds,”’ Mrs. Stover said. “This is the age where 


they have the most learning ability, when they | 


become acquainted with more words, than at any 
other time. And they believe what you tell them, 
so a Sunday school teacher must make sure 
that she tells them something worthwhile and 
true.” 


“So many Sunday school teachers are well- 
meaning young women without Mary Stover's 
professional training,’”’ Mrs. Crawford pointed 
out. She herself was one of them. She assisted 
the Little Helpers’ beloved “‘Miss Mary’’ out at 
St. Philips’ for some months and marveled at 
the way she taught. 


“One day Mary had to be absent and she 
told me to take over,’’ Mrs. Crawford said. ‘I 
was willing but I found that Mary was teaching 
from her own notes and there was no book, 
nothing written down.” 


Because Lucille felt lost without a written 
lesson plan they began writing down the old 
lessons for use and re-use. That series is still 
in active service and “God Leads Me’”’ is simply 
an alternate course to give teachers fresh ma- 
terial. It was written on Wednesday nights and 
tested on the Little Helpers on Sunday morn- 
ings. The authors’ friend, Marian Kinney Rich- 
ardson, dean of medicine at Emory, played 
the piano for them at Sunday school and ran 
up a series of charming little songs to fit the 
lessons. These are also included in the book, 
along with suggestions for assembling such 
teaching aids as a collection of grain when the 
lesson is about bread (“This is the bread which 
the Lord hath given you to eat.’’) and leaves 
when the lesson centers on trees. (“The Lord 
God made to grow every tree that is pleasant 
to the sight.’”’)

You'll Want to Diseard Old Furniture 


(This is the fifth of a series 
of seven articles by Naomi 
Barry, shopping editor of the 
European edition of the New 
York Herald Tribune.

COPENHAGEN. 
Danish goods bought in Den- 
mark are roughly 66 per cent 
cheaper than when bought 
abroad. Now there’s a point to 
remember. 


Strolling down the Stroget, 
Copenhagen’ s main street of 
shopping, is to yearn for home, 
although not necessarily the one 
you left behind you. After a few 
hundred paces, I was ready to 
throw out everything we owned 
—except a Finnish Rya rug— 
and start over from scratch. 


U.N. FURNITURE 


If I were to begin from the be- 
ginning, I’d commence with 
Hans Wegner, who makes furni- 
ture elegant enough for the 
delegates’ lounge of the United 
Nations and sturdy enough for a 
farmhouse.’ Wegner’s classic 
armchair of sculptured oak or 
teak with a woven reed seat is 
considered one of the two or 
three most significant chairs de- 
signed in the 20th century. 


The chair I can imagine my- 
self in most immediately is Weg- 
ner’s new hand-made ‘Resting 
Chair.”” This stylish, stream- 
lined cousin to a steamer chair 
has a strong oak frame strung 
with nylon cords which support 
the body. The back can be ad- 
justed to four different angles. 
Before climbing aboard, you 
throw a sheepskin over the ny- 
lon ropes. (In Denmark, every- 
body owns an old sheepskin. ) 


To get these particular chairs 
and any other of Wegner’s 100 
per cent handcrafted pieces of 
furniture, you have to go to his 
cabinetmaker, Johannes Han- 
sen, 65 Bredgade.

Activity Helps 
Keep Us Young 


When the mind begins to think 
it is old, it’s time to make it 
work harder than ever. Yielding 
to that feeling adds biologically 
to the count of years. Many men 
and women as they approach re- 
tirement begin to feel that life 
has no further interests for them 
and with that feeling comes fa- 
tigue. 


The deterioration, which is sup- 
posed to make retirement neces- 
sary, seems to have actually 
come upon them, in fact, and un- 
less they take steps to shed the 
illusion, they really do become 
old. 


I have seen many an active 
businessman still mentally alert 
and enterprising until the day of 
retirement, when he suddenly de- 
cides he is too old to take on new 
interests. Then he becomes men- 
tally and even physically tired. 
The source of his fatigue is in his 
mind and emotions, but such a 
state of mind, if uninterrupted, 
can make him truly old. 


It just happens that we have 
many examples of men who are 
not tired, although the Bible re- 
cords them as aged. They are not 
tired because they have not let 
themselves become indolent. Their 
mental alertness is fostered by 
new mental chores and the chal- 
lenge of new situations. They 
have no time to become any older 
than they were when they carried 
on their middle-age activities. 


This same type of fatigue some- 
times afflicts the young and the 
middle-aged. Too much leisure or 
an unpleasant job may be the 
cause. The cure is finding some- 
thing interesting to do to activate 
those brain cells. To match that 
activity there should be physical 
exercise to keep both body and 
mind in condition. 


The woman of middle-age often 
feels more tired than she thinks 
she should. This is especially the 
case when her children have 
grown up and she begins to think 
her life work is over. Settling 
down to leisure does not bring re- 
lief; she just gets old. But a new 
life often opens up for her if she 
finds another interesting field to 
work in. 


One of the old Romans said, 
‘‘No pleasure endures unseasoned 
by variety,” a saying reiterated 
in “Variety is the spice of life.’’ 
If we add to variety the word ‘‘ac- 
tivity’’ we have a truth which, if 
practiced, will keep us young.

Declarer countered a skillful 
defense with a clever coup that 
destroyed his opponents’ lines of 
communication at the crucial 
moment in today’s hand. 


The bidding was direct and 
against the four heart contract, 
West opened the king of dia- 
monds and East signaled encour- 
agingly with the eight. Apparent- 
ly assured of an entry to part- 
ner’s hand, West tried for a ruff 
by shifting to the eight of clubs, 
which was taken in dummy with 
the jack. Declarer, following his 
normal bent, would hasten to 
extract trumps, concede another 
diamond, and claim his contract. 
But South, convinced that West's 
shift had been to a_ singleton, 
took measures to avoid the ruff. 


If an attempt were made to 
drive out the ace of trumps at 
this point, West would win, put 
partner in with a diamond and 
obtain the needed ruff. An effort 
must, therefore, be made to dis- 
rupt the communications be- 
tween the two hands before at- 
tacking trumps. Disposal of de- 
clarer’s remaining diamond was 
the only way to accomplish this 
purpose. Since it was logical to 
play the opening bidder for the 
ace of spades, declarer led the 
king from dummy and upon it 
discarded his last diamond. West 
was now saddled with the lead. 
Hoping against hope, he led a 
low diamond, but declarer ruffed 
and then proceeded with the 
extracting of trumps, holding his 
losers to three tricks. 


A club opening would have 
resulted in the defeat of the 
contract, but in the circum- 
stances, I would not undertake 


to criticize West’s choice of leads.

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A Champion’s Challenge 


Last Sunday afternoon at Grossinger’s, N.Y., 
Ingemar Johansson, a Swedish visitor who has been 
combining pleasure with business in this country, de- 
clared that he was weary of working and ready to be- 
come the heavyweight boxing champion. 


Johansson, the first contender in modern times to direct his own 
training program, said that he had thrown his last punch until 
peewee night. Since the man had saiu he was tired, ringsiders 
° Henn exnected Ingemar to retire for an over- 
- time'siesta. 


Instead, the unpredictable Swede 
picked up a set of golf sticks and 
™ played 18 holes on the hilly Grossing- 

> er’s course, a layout frequently referred 
| to as an obstacle course with grass. 


| Johansson explained that he was 
' merely tired of boxing. Otherwise, he 
- was full of vim, vigor and vitality. “I 
= am not tired of walking and thinking,” 
> he said. “It is my custom to think 
about the fight slowly.” 


According to reports from Jo- 
hansson’s work shop, the challenger 
hasn’t devoted much time to think- 
ing about the fight. But even the 
more critical observers agree that 
he is in peak physical condition, 
and that’s the purpose of a training 
camp.

Intensive sparring sessions don’t necessarily mean that a fighter 
will be impressive once the bell sounds. For example, Patterson’s 
last four opponents—Hurricane Jackson, Pete Rademacher, Roy 
Harris and Brian London—were serious-minded in workouts. How- 
ever, they were less than ‘mediocre when the main event started. 


—Ingemar Appears Most Worthy Contender 


So perhaps Johansson, a surprising gent from the moment he 
arrived with his parents, sweetheart and friends, will surprise 
Thursday night in Yankee Stadium. 


Though Johansson has won 21 straight fights, his solo claim to 
fame is a first-round knockout of Eddie Machen. That lone per- 
formance was more impressive than all of Patterson’s title defenses 
combined. Machen is no ring tiger, but he’d be an odds on choice 
to whip the “fighters’’ who have had a crack at the Patterson 
crown. 

Against a truly great fighter Johansson probably wouldn't rate a 
chance. But the fact that the oddsmakers have established Patter- 
son aS a mere 4-1 favorite is evidence that they aren’t. awed by 
Floyd's spotty past performance chart. 


Patterson says he is sharper now than at any time since he 
deposited Archie Moore on the canvas in the fifth round in 1956 
to claim the heavyweight belt. 


Despite Cus D’Amato’s arguments to the contrary, that’s the 
last time Patterson resembled a champion. 
Jim Norris, who doesn’t qualify as an impartial observer, was 


discussing Patterson here last week. 


‘‘He looked like he might become a great fighter.the night he 
stopped Moore in Chicago,”’ Norris said. ‘“‘He’s never looked the 
same before or since.” 


The former IBC proprietor- and Patterson seldom agree these 
days. But they see eye to eye on that statement. Patterson readily 
admits that long layoffs and so-so foes haven’t helped him. 


—Patterson Gauges Applause Meter 


Unlike his keeper, Cus D’Amato, Patterson usually displays 
logic in his conversation. For example, he points out that the odds 
of popularity are stacked against him in this bout. 


“Just say I beat Johansson so badly—I'm not saying I will, for 
maybe he can beat me—but suppose I beat Johansson so badly that 
it is no contest,”” Patterson was saying on the eve of the fight. 
“Suppose I make him look like an amateur . . . then folks will say 
he’s a bum. 


“If Johansson is as strong as he thinks he is and it’s a close 
fight, they'll say I’m a bum.”’ 


The only way for Patterson to emerge from this contest cloaked 
in prestige is for the Swede to put up one whale of a losing fight. 
An easy or early Patterson triumph will, as the champion suggests, 
merely stamp Johansson as a bum in the eyes of the public. 


From this distant vantage point the fight shapes up as the 
finest heavyweight title scrap in years, which doesn’t mean 
that it will be colossal. Johansson, as Machen will testify, 
packs a knockout wallop. The man apparently has fierce pride, 
and he’s a shrewd and successful businessman, in and out of 
the ring. 


He realizes a victory over Patterson will line the Swedish 
streets with gold and glory. No Swede has ever worn the world 
heavyweight crown. Johansson has the physique, the experience 
and the incentive. Thursday night in Yankee Stadium, the home of 
perennial champions, Ingemar will be proclaimed a fighter or a 
phoney. The Cinderella shoe either fits, or it doesn’t. 


The public is shelling out more than a million bucks to get the 
answer. Promoter Bill Rosensohn is expecting some 30,000 in the 
Stadium and hoping for 40,000. TelePrompTer is beaming the bout 
into 170 sites with seating capacity of more than 550,000. Loew’s 
Grand is the local arena, and Manager Howard Rutherford expects 
a full house. 

No one has been able to peg this mystifying bout. Just on a

Plastic Fish Worms 
Do Almost Everything 


By CHARLES ELLIOTT 

Constitation Outdoor Columnist 
Many of the manufacturers who copy the creatures which make 
up the diet of a fish, are really going all out in their efforts to 
make an artificial worm. Some of the creations I have seen recently 
3 look and feel so real that if I were hungry enough, 
I'd try to eat one of them myself. There are peo- 
ple who do eat worms, you know. Over in Aus- 
tralia, the worms grow from 4 to 11 feet in 
length and weigh up to 142-pounds. Until a few 
years ago, the natives wouldn’t think of wasting 
one of those prizes on a fish, but cut it up and 
cooked it into a chowder, which they say made 

a palatable meal. 


These new plastic worms do everything but 
crawl under their own power. The latest addition 
I've seen to the line of artificial night crawlers 
is one Art Bauman sent me from Webers. It is 
equipped with a round lead head to make it sink. 
The remainder of the worm floats, and I put it in the bath tub to 
see what kind of action it had. In the water, it looks for all the 
world like a creature standing on its nose in an effort to dig out 
of sight on the bottom. At Sabourin in Ontario last week, the wall- 
eyes chewed up one of these until the worm part literally fell off 
the hook. I haven't tried it on bass yet. I don’t mind trying to out- 
wit an old bass, but hate to take advantage of him.

The earthworm is a tremendously interesting creature. He 
serves man—with no premeditated intention, of course—by keeping 
the soil aerated under the surface. He literally eats his way 
through the earth, passing the soil he displaces through his body. 


Interestingly enough, though every worm is both male and fe- 
male, nature has provided that no worm can fertilize its own eggs, 
which are laid in a small cocoon produced by the chitellum, that 
band you see around its body. The worm is said to have no brain, 
but only “‘a minute blob of ganglia,”’ or nerve tissue to coordinate 
its bodily functions. It has a gizzard, too, and a heart, consisting of 
enlarged blood vessels near its throat. 


Almost any country boy will tell you that if you cut an earth- 
worm in two, it will grow into two worms. That literally is true, 
except that the severed piece always grows a tail, and when the 
tail part of the creature grows another tail, it cannot feed and 
simply starves to death. 


I’m almost in the mood to toss my plastic worms in the desk 
and go ‘“‘grunt’”’ some worms for a good, old-fashioned catfish trip. 
Did you ever grunt a worm? Almost every south Georgia farm boy 
has. Cowboy Stephens, down at Tifton, taught me how. Steve and 
I did a lot of fishing together and when those 6-inch wooden bass 
plugs wouldn’t produce, we threw them inte the tackle box and 
looked for something the bass would eat, 


I watched Steve drive a short, heavy stake into the ground. 
The meadow was full of worm casts and we knew the fish bait was 
plentiful there. Across the top of the stick, he rubbed a board until 
the stake vibrated with a low moan and the ground vibrated around 
it. Worms started crawling out of their holes in a hurry and it 
didn’t take us long to fill a can. 


Some people say that’s why a pig grunts when he roots, others 
that the vibrating ground sounds like thunder and the creatures 
crawl into the open to keep from being electrocuted when lightning 
strikes nearby. 


Whatever it is, those grunted worms work good on the fish, 
and I believe to my soul they are even better than the plastic 
imitations. I’ve got an idea the fish think so, too.
